shame !" 1 know not, for thay team alto to have 
cried « Hoar, hear," when It was said that tha 
Crown lands ehonlcE be reduced in price, To 
raise the runt and to reduce the price leemt an 
absurd incomistancy. If raised to the tenant, 
it ouaht also lo be talaed to the buyer.

People who hare scan land sold at from 
twenty shillings to twenty pounds and upward', 
per acre, do think tint eight acres For a penny 
per year matt be a roiy low rent. It aeema 
amaaingly cheap,— and, to a plain man, cheap I 
rbeap ! would appear to bt a more teiiiible cry 
tlun aharae ! thine ! It is very difficult to 
make mere cllittns, dweller*, in towru and mh- 
urb«, underatand what it it that give* value to 
lind, They will not or cannot tee that land 
without aninduetricnxi population oa it, 01 near 
it, ia of no prtaont Tailne whatever, no milter 
ho* fertile ill toil or how fiTonrable ill clime. 
Forty thousand acret or rich land at the Qulf of 
Cirpentnrii. are not now worth 10 much at forty 
nqum yarda in Oeorge-ttreet, Sydney, and, for 
oiiglil that appear* to the oontriry, tha eighth of 
n penny per acre may be rent high erotigh fcr 
land id aome par la or ihia colony. Vliu, how- 
ever, ire no mere oitiiet). You underttand 
peifec^ty well how comparatively wnrthleei or 
valuable is land according to its pnpnlition, 
and the industry of ita population. Wai it fair, 
candid, w it h inouTihle to suppress ihii impnr- 
ttnt fact when you produced your table of acreage 
and rente : I nay it aria not j u. t. The tendency 
of yonr apeech and of your figurra wot lo excite 
indignation agei net a clun, and yon railed that 
indignation till it exploded In tries of ahame. 
It wat thf n you ought lo have told (hone viriu- 
ouis farmeTf, nopekeeperp. and other eilizere, 
that these low let lands ware found by the 
iquattere without any inhabitant., end that if 
the sqiiatlers wure withdrawn from them ihe 
lenda must nveit lo the blaekt, for no white 
man hot n.squalter could or would live on ihtm.

E^itniiutian of lenda or other goodt it a Ihinp 
wbith Englishmen will not now endure either 
from mleri or legi.laton. But if it were 
attempted in nferenee to the Crown land*, 
whatever might be said <o jollify ir, mi^ht with 
equal truth be said tn favouT of limiting the 
amount of all other poaseaiioni.

In 
it intended to nay tbat the chief 
iclars were pretended Americans — lhat, in

and driving Am tai> the bush— fifteen hundred 
togelhtr— they were'paying homage iu tha imti- 
tultoni of Wabiiimito^ 1 An enlightened 
Englishmen U .,>ute prepired to recognise the 
true? pitriotiatn of Amaricanit, and, with- 
out inaulting hie own nation, to give all 
the credit to tbe revolution ; but [hie 
method oE celebrating independence, in our 
opinion, has much mora nf tna Kttnaaa than 
Boaton, much mora of the ruffianiam 
of BumiKn. than the plul.wophy 
of WimTE>, An American may cele- 
brate tbe iniependence of hia country with- 
out aaiaming that tha mere inaurrecttnn 
is tbat which deiervea aympaihy. 7 his 
celebrating might be abperved in a «-; !e mora 
hsrntonioua with good ttuta ; it might be kept 
without the use or Co tree language, .or for 
ever projecting bowie-knivei, — 'for ever firing 
ravolrem. Liberty may be ct lebrated surely in 
the tone of citizens, not neceiaatUy ta tbat of 

biltfit fleers. 

Tha American independence had been cele- 
brated ; it appear* the diggers were 
inspire! with the pension for liberty to threes, 
the Chinese, to destroy their property, to drive 
thatn from their lawful pur tuite, and 
threaten their lives. Similar celebration* 
took place in California a few yeara 
■go. Tbe ruffians wire the tame, and 
the victims the same. It was a ape- 
cits of " know-nothingiam" which hid ex- 
pended itself in other parti of tbe Union upon 
the Irish, who were under a similar ban. 

Of coarse, in en vast ■ country as America there 
must be extensive regitms peopled by men who 
have no reverence For law, and who sweep away 
whatortr is opjiosei to their prejudices. It 
appears that the Australia! are to suffer the 
same dishonour, and to be subject to similar 
despotism. The sacred principles of jiuUoa and 
the British constitution ire to be all act aside by 
people wbo celebrate Independence J These 
man are not genuine Americans, although 
they hail from America. They bare 
taken up tbe wont influence;' of American 
society, turned the very name of liberty Into 
caricature, end they an bringing into 
tbe countries which they invade 
alike the -rices of the taskmaster 
and tbe slave. The Ovens journal talk* of 
" the men of Buckiand" ! A mob collected in 
a few months, assuming a local relation, a right 
in tba soil ! "Tba man of Buckiand " are, 
doubtless, very remarkable specimens of pa- 
triotism. 

Ko doubt the Ooveromest will find it difficult 
lo protect lha unfortunate strangers against 
whom there appears to be not one ground of 
complaint. Perhaps all that can be done is to 
indemnify their la, sea trace the public retinue, 
and this ought to be done, net far their sskes but 
for the sake of the public honour and the 
Christian religion. It is only by taking upon 
the people at l*rge the compeneation for isjoj- 



ties, which cannat be punished, that guilt can 
be thrown off from the onlonisl name. 

W'a have maintained our right to goto China and 
domsnrl the maintenance of relationships already 
ceUblishsd, and to force a trade upon a civilised 
basis, which, -with, tha concurrence of the 
Chinese, has become necessary to tha European 
nations. We reproach the Chines*, because they 
treat us with disdain and nss insulting language*. 
We boast our civilisation— our Christianity, 
and yet scarcely discourage crimes agaiifit the 
rights or strangers admitted by our laws, and 
who in tbeii department are generally inoffensive 
and timid to a fault. Surh cruelty must excite the 
loathing of every man capable of n-fieciion. 
The manegement of the Chinese nation hat 
been attended wiLh no difficulty, except that 
which hta btcn creeled by the savage 
egotism of other parties. The merchant* and 
shopkeepers find them excellent customer*, 
folly alive to all the conveniences and comforts 
of civilized life, and rather beyond most who 
follow the same kind of labonr in!' 
Ihey affect. The accusatiu 
malicious. 

If. however, there ba any such apprehensions 
of a moral nature there is an obvious remedy. 
It is only necsassry to make the importation of 
Chinese women a compulsive part of Chinese 
immigration to prevent any miicnievons con- 
sequence. It is wry unlikely that they would 
come at all in any great number*, but wa 
should be exceedingly gtudto «*eon the northern 
parti of Sew Holland a Chincic settlement 
of a superior cast. The teeming millions of 
China, -who are so crowded thst they cannot spare 
land even to mske toads, would furnish soon s 
cmisids rattle settlement, and produce cotton, 
sugar, tee, and silk, and numerous exchangeable 
articles,— thus multiplying tha resources of 
mankind. We abhor wiih inexpressible indig- 
nation the narrow spirit that begrudges human 
beings, and that of a race endowed with some 
of tha highest qualitiea of man, a share 
in the Divine munificence. What on 
eeitb, can we do with all these 
vast reaioni ? Or whal right have we to refuse 
that which wo osnnot use. excepting the right 
0 f br utc force, the right of the spoiler f It is not 
liberty, it te the spirit of Satan himself which 
stirs up these ferocious prejudices, and animates 
human beings with euch cruel antipathies to one 
another. 

Of course we are no*, so dreamy a* to 
suppose at*y protest can produce an effect 
upon the aetiveagente in this violation of tho law. 
Their cc-nJuct will be, however. Influenced 
by tha course taken by our statesmen and 
our clergy. The indolenl acquiescence or se- 
cret sympathy which they may expect from the 
lea>t instructed of the people will only 
make it more imperative that men of 
state and men of rdigion ihoold apeak 
with authority and decision, (hat they should 
pronounce these outbreaks alike unmanly and 
unlawful, dmgerous alika to the peace of society, 
and offering an exampto of brute force which, 
in tha long run, ia sure to destroy liberty 
itself. There is nothing in ihe tone of Victorian 

Eolitics on social questions more thoroughly dis- 
eartening llian Ihe constant threats of physical 
resistant*. Thv first dutv of all who really un- 
derstand the conditions of public happiness ia to 
oppose to the utmost that spirit of defiance which 
thrcalene the legislature, the executive, and the 
courts, and which produces in public writers, 
and too many public men, the habit of pander- 
ing lo ercry vile and selfish idea which floits 
among the people. 



amount being actually less than is neces- 
sary to cover tha expense, though those small 
orders form the majority. At indicative of the 
possibility of extending this system beyond the 
limits of the country, it was to be remarked that 
it wis not only established during the war at 
Constantinople, Scutari, and Bslaclava, in order 
to enable the soldier* to remit part or their 
eaminga to their relatives, but is now permanently 
established for the same purpose at Gibraltar, 
and Malta, and has been much employed. What 
is there to prevent the extension of the lystem 
to the colonies, where it would be a great boon 
lo successful emigrants desirous of remitting 
money to bring out their friends, or of sending 
home small sums to add to the comforts of aged 
parents in their declining- years ? 

The establishment; of the new mail service 
wilh Australia ii referred to, and Ihe adoption 
of Ihe plan of uniform prepayment of portage 
is shewn to have been so generally understood, 
that only 08 letters out of T0|000 were posted 
without stamps. Ti'ntsge stamps are in 
use in thirteen colonies, but tha inland rates 
charged in them vary grestly. "In moit of the 
colonies, owing in part probably to tha thinness 
of tha population, the post office is at present 
conducted at a loss ; and the loss seems hiLherto 
to have been increased genenlly by tha reduc- 
tions that have been made in the rates of 
postage." 

It does not appeir to be a corrMt assumption 
that every letter an an average produces an 
answer. A atalistical table is appended to 
the report, showing Ihe extent of postal inter- 
course between Great Britain and the 
principal countries and colonies, and in 
nlmostevery instance more le tiers are despatched 
from England than are returned. The same fact 
hotdti good with regard to new.pipers, 

France carrUn on the Urgent p istsl business 
with England, the number of letters sent there 
in the year being 2,181,316, and an almost equal 
number being returned. Then corns tho United 
States, to which i,?.14,T45 letters were sent ; 
then Australia, to which *Jl,t, 733 ware forwarded ; 
then the Herman Postal Union, which is almost 
equal lo Australia; then comes India, 
which figures at only about two -I birds 
of the number, or <3tO,l*)2 ; and 
then pretty near to caeh other, and averaging 
ahont 3.10.000, come in order Hamburg, Canada, 
lhc Mediterranean, Hollan'l, Belgium, and the 
West Indies . Ausl r ills, hoivever, lakes the lead 
in the absorption of nawspnpars and bouks, 
having received in the year no fewer thun 
1,3 1&-IB6, while the United Rites took off only 
l,0fl;l,58 I. The East todies and Canada come 
next In their appetite fur periodical literature, 
the former taking Er79,DG£ newspapers and 
books, and tha latter 90b%h28.

We have recently printed in full a report on the 
condition and management of out local Post 
Office,— mi report compiled in laudable imita- 
tion of those which are now annually issued 
from Ilia central establishment in St. Martin's- 
le-Orand. The third nf these annual reports, 
which relates to lha terviea of the year 1646, 
has just reached ue, and we shall extract soma 
of lha ;mo s t locslly interesting matter it con- 
tains. 

The Poat Office department is striving to keep 
pace with the growing wants or tbe country. 
Three hundred and sixty-eight new pott-offices 
have been established, making a total in 
the United Kingdom nf 10,866. Thl number 
and area of free deliveries have been in- 
creased ; this accommodation having been 
extended to 103B places where formerly the 
letters bad to be fetched from the post-office, 
and the circuit or delivery been extended in 
281 plates, where it formerly existed, though on 
a more contracted scale. A great extension 
has also been given to the erection of pillar 
boxes in the streets or cities, this system hating 
proved itself to be convenient and popular. An 
improved form of pillar has also been adopted 
as [he result of several experiments, and an ac- 
celerated delivery of metropolitan letters has 
been successfully carried out by meant of sort- 
ing the letteri at tbe country pott- offices. 

Wherever there is a railway the mails ate of 
course sent by it, as being superior to any other 
mode of communication ; yet, nota-ithttaDiiingthe 
steady increase of railway*, more ihia half the 
postal duty, so far as mere mileage is concerned, 
ia performed by coaches and mail-carts. There 
are 28,1103 miles of railway need for poatal 
purposes, and 32,731 miles of common road. 
The railway is by far tha most expanaiva means 
of carriage, which ia rather an endlnslous and 
unexpected result, (ha average charge by it pet 
mile being 9£d., while the corresponding charge 
by coach ia only 

The number of letter* delivered in the United 
Kingdom In tbe year, was 478 millions, being 
an increase of 1;' per cent., or twenty-two 
millions of letters on the coiieanandeacs 
of the preceding year, and giving an 
average or seventeen letteri to each 
person. Tbe average in Engl in d is twenty to 
each person; In Scotland, sixteen; and in Ireland 
seven. In London it amounts to aa high at 
forty. The advantage of the cheap pott it 
seen In the fact that the number of letters 
written ii more than lix times what it wat 
under the old system. 

The balk of this gigantio correspondence I* 
domcs'ii-, not more than one-fiftieth being horn 
the colonies or foreign parts. The postal bnii- 
nest with India and France has bean increased 
greatly sines the reduction of rates. That with 
the Vnited Btatea ia picking «p 
again ; bat it it a curious fact 
that it has not yet recovered from the depres- 
sion inflicted by the withdrawal of some of the 
mail ateamera during the lata war. 

Seventy-fine million newspaper! patted 
through thi office dniing the year, of which 
SSO.OCSfl, or about 1 in 120, wete undelivered, 
the consignees being nndiscoverable. Of letters, 
a, 40(1,000, or 1 In 300, war* returned from the 
earn* came. II it quite clear, therefort , that a 
great many communications must be either eery 
carelessly directed or sent at hxxud, Tha 
Money Order OOce advances steadily in u»e ful- 
ness. It was availed of to tbe extent of 1 { per 
cant la advance of the previous year, and 
rutted a profit of £22,874 ; and It Is observable 
thst this profit ^i» nalised .xclusively from

CHTJRCH OF ENGLAND CONFERENCE. 

A K lariNii of the TwaskioeieTS and members of (be 
81- Andrsw'a temporary cuhcdcnl church was held 
last evening in tho St. Andrew's Cathedral. The 
raveling had been called by the churchwardens af the 
parish for the purpose of considering the questions 
eontamod in the circular of the Lord Bishop of Sydney 
eogarding the propriety of ioatttuting a Church ConaU- 
tution fm Ibis diocese. About SFty persona, some few 
of whom were todies, were present on the occasion. 

The Rev. Gnoses Krxo occupied tha ehslr, 
opened the meeting with spproprlate prayers. 

Tho CiiAmjfsH stated, in openin gtheproceedings, chat 
the object of tho present meeting was to place before 
hia parishioners the circular lately received from the 
Bishop on the subject of instituting s ay nod, or Church 
Assembly for the Uiocesc : snd to nk their opinion 
regarding lt. The mint to which It dirceied attention 
wis chiefly eon third ta a question of lime. Had tha 
Period arrivod when the circumstances of tha Church 
here demanded the direction and support uf a delibe. 
rative Assembly i And were the members of tha 

ti-k "'■ producing 
unit government 
. conducting sock a 
scheme for tbo advancement of lha Church I There 
waa no dlnercnce of epinkm, ha belisved, aa to the 
propriety of making tot Church of England, In this 
respect, like all other Christian chu relies, a self- 
governing body. All agreed upon the importance of 
emerging from ihe scale of inaction and helplessness 
in which they were bore placed by circumstances, and 
of directing tho energies which they possessed to the 
advao cement of a cause the noblest and moat 
ennobling which could occupy the human mind. It 
would be in the re collection of aomo of hit hearer* 
that in tho year ISdl ihs 1st* Bishop of Sydney had 
brought this Question moeainently before the Church. 
Heelings hid been held in every puish throughout the 
diocese upon the subject, snd ■ general opinion had 
been elicited from the clergy and laity affirms* 
live of the necessity of immediate nation towards 
procuring a synod tor this diocese. A e inference of 
the clotgy, upon the subject, had been held tunor- 
dingty, and with a similar result. If the Church had 
been deemed ripo fur the exercise of such a power 
then, how much more so must It be now, after the 
oxtriordinsry icceaslon of strength which lhcy had 
received since lha arrival of the present rJiehop 1 For 
himself, hs was prepared lo answer the n,uation in 
the affirmativo When the Bishop arrived, a stranger 
nrnongal them, he had deemed it Imprudent lo preci.- 
pltats him into the irxjnodlata formstion of a synod. 
He bad judged ic wise to permit him to besoms ac- 



quainted with the state of the Church before adopting 
measures for any change ; but now that hia lordship 
had travelled over the length and breadth of the land.

bly adopted by other prelstes, mendoned also the ex. 
pressed opinion of their late llishop on the subject of 
" the veto," hut It did not state that this question 
would bs revived here again. It would not be neces- 
sary, therefore, to discuss tills point. Ho should now 
lea to the matter In their hands, praying chat the 
Divine Spirit might direct their deliberations to the 
advancement ot hie glory and the good of tha Church, 
_ Mr. F, It. llnsinsox rose to move tbe first resolu. 
tion wiih some confidence, because it trquired but 
little ciplanitlon at hit hands. Their chairman had 
told thorn thst the question was one of tiuve only, and 
the resolution ho held in his hand went direct to meet 
that question. Ic was aa follows: — ''That whereas 
the suhject of Lbs Institution of a Church constitution 
for this diocese hss been largely dittcvrased and 
universally approval of by tha msmbers of the Church 
in this parish, is well st in other districts, in the year 
1053, and the great inrreesc- of the Church Ln tbe mean- 
time having rendered It a inatcer of stiU neater irn- 
ptrrtancs and urgency now, it Is the opinion of title 
meeting that Immediate steps should be taken to mm- 
mon lhc olorgy and Laity or Lite Church of England to a 
conference upon the subject." The qncstion this reso> 
latlon more lroinediately touched wss the first con- 
tained in tiii lordship's circular lencr : "Do you think 
it desirable that immediate steps should be taken to 
summon the clergy and laity or the Church of Eng- 
land id a CfiiJereDcer Now, Inasmuch as the 
members of ttis Church had already token this ffUif 
lion into ronsi deration, nnd had decided that It would 
be advisable to have such a conference ; and inaantunh 
ss fire years had elapsed since that decision had been 
cams to, and that nothing ainos had o furred to alter 
the views then taken, he choughc that certainly tha 
time had now corns when the matter should be pro- 
ceeded with at once. There was no mason why there 
should be any delay about the snbjest, i* no idvsn- 
tige conld possibly accrue from it ; and besides, if now 
a few months were thrown away, It was impossible to 
say what might happen. His Lordship projected a 
lung voyage, and possibly might never return ; arch a 
thing might happen, and then the diocese would be 
again left without a Church government end without a 
b&hnRasithadbeenliefcrs.

A IFieiAL general meeting of the member! of tbli 
inttltuiian was held last evening, convened for the 
purpoao of giving power to the general committee to 
take the necessary steps for the erection nf 1 new 
huUdipg, Shortly iftcr the tiro* appointed tor com- 
mencing business Chan wai 1 numerous attendance of 
members, and the Rev, Dr. Wooltey took tho ahiir, 

Tho CuainHArr obeerted that It was nacdlena to read 
the public ndrertiaement calling the msetlng ; they 
had all probably atwn It, and little siplanaium wu 
required why their presence had bru requested on 
thnt 0 cession. Ha believed that to be the most Ian. 
norlant meeting that hid been held in their institution. 
It ws* coQTCneil to settle the question whither they 
should go on with their useful career with accelerated 
impulse or fill into premature end nnnaturil decay. 
They had nothing to complain of in the paat, unless it 
waa that they had had too much prosperity, ind he 
trailed thit farourible current of success would be 
ariiled nf before it should turn to a hopelpsi ebb. 
There were few connected with Ihe inititution who 
had not witnessed it ; it wu evident in everything 
about them, In their numerous classes, their crowded 
reading-room, ind in their daily tnmcaiing numbers, 
and hy a growing senac of the ioiiltutina'i 
deficiencies, All muat feci conscious that 
compared with what they were but a short time pint, 
they In ! 1 greatly extended sphere of action, hut eren 
that was now found too limited, and too small for 
their growing powers ; their reading-room was Med, 
and thoir clasi-rooma found too amell fur tpichen and 
pupili, Grcit difficulty had been experienced in pro- 
viding snitablc accommodation tor the advancing 
numbers of their mcmhcri, ind he need not allude to 
the unsatiarsctory state of tho library. It wu on that 
account they had met that eianlng. They would 
very soon And that the present ragged set of books 
were goad enough for the place iu which tbry were 
located ; It was but e wiilte of money (o put -vaiuiiolo 
books in tbe place where they were. Their committee 
had open rngagBd In onnaiderlng th* propriety of 
hiiildlnia new library, which might have been done for 
£IB0U, but there w» a ditEi-ulty In raising thnt 

1 and .uprmsin. tv,»y r!™. an. ih»e would 
have been more dilHcnfty in rabing auluclrnt fia- the 
rooms which were now more than ever needed. In 
that dilemma it occurred to them whether it wu not 
more feasible to initiate the present desirable scheme. 
It wis pan ly laid bnfove them in the report which 
would be raid, in which it wis Intended, by disposing 
of the pruent unilghtly erection, to give them the 
mains r -r increailng atcoramodation. From thtt re- 
port they would ie« thst the nrnperty on which Ihey 
now stood waa worth stent £Sim.\ and for one-hair 
thitarnounttheywoiildba enabled to cuter into amnio- 
ments for a new bnilding. [1 had been said Uiat that 
wu an opposition movement to the Tcnncrtuioc Asso- 
ciation, but ho could eay that instead at rirslry there 
were few amongst Its promote™, who did not wlih 
success to all movements for the moral and intellectual 
improvement of the people of Sydney. It wu too 
much to expect of tbem (the institution) to give on a 
neccsMri scheme for their aako, Do thought thai 
both bail I heir spheres nf usefulness, and that aueh 
eonld not bring them into collision, The purpose of 
the institution wai to bring men together u often u 
pouible, and to obtain for them then means of Im- 
provement which would maki them better Chriitieni 
and hotter ritlicns, lo meet together like men and 
brothers, and cbi each other u much good u they 
could, Hi began! them to piv attention to the report 
whinh would be raid to them, in which they would bo 
nsked for fresh co- operation voirh tho Society. He wu 
quito aura thnt, since they brgm their scheme, the 
commlltrc had moat constantly worked together for 
that cud ; but they tvialied to have no lieiilatfle power 
whatever, ilicy wished to leave the- mailer for the 
members to work nui.

The admittance ie by tickets, which are issued 
for four Sondays for la , bvlng 3d. each- By 
thee* dekcta you. bava the. privilege of entering an htmr 
before the dour* are open to the public ; the doer* for 
licketi are opened at half-paet nine, for the publio at 
half-paat ten. and the aervlce commences at a quarter
